City may have two 
outpatient clinics 
to relieve shortage

Lompoc may be getting two outpatient 
clinics instead of one to relieve the city's 
doctor shortage 
Last night in a special meeting, the 
Lompoc Hospital District Board of 
Directors appointed a committee of two 
board members to work with hospital ad­ 
ministrator Ken Wicks and district 
counsel Mike Palmer “ to prepare the 
necessary rules and regulations for set­ 
ting up a clinic" in the hospital. 
The district s clinic would be used to 
bring physicians permanently to Lompoc 
and then the facility would be ter­ 
minated 
“This is just a stop-gap method.” 
board chairman Harold Thompson said 
last night “ People want a private physi­ 
cian on a permanent basis " 
This morning Dr. Rod Hamer, the 
hospital's emergency room director, 
said that “ plans are being made” to open 
a privately-backed outpatient clinic the 
first of February somewhere in town and 
he will be its director. 
He cautioned, however, the clinic 
faces pitfalls such as high malpractice 
insurance rates. 
Dr. Hamer originally proposed that 
the hospital open a clinic but if it did not, 
private citizens in town would do so He 
said that the private citizens preferred 
that the hospital operate a clinic “ but if 
they don’t, they will try ” 
Concerning the board's action last 
night. Dr. Hamer said. “ I think it's an 
excellent idea. I’m personally disap­ 
pointed because I won’t be involved in it. 


I wish them luck and will help them in 
anv way I can.” 
As suggested by Wicks, the board plans 
to use the clinic to bring physicians to 
Lompoc on a permanent basis. A doctor 
will be hired to work in the clinic with 
the understanding that after a year he 
will leave the clinic to set up a private 
practice in town, taking clinic patients to 
his new practice if he desires. 
“ Their plan may take a while to get off 
the ground." Dr. Hamer said today "It 
may take a long time to find the right 
doctor to come in." 
He remarked. “ The need is now (for 
doctors) and I think we can satisfy the 
need now " 
Dr Hamer said that there is a need for 
four or five new doctors in town, so there 
is room enou^i for two clinics. He also 
noted that the privately-backed clinic 
would be “ on-going" while the hospital’s 
clinic will be temporary, according to 
the board. 
When Dr. Hamer proposed the clinic to 
the board last month, he did so with the 
request that he serve as its director and 
work in the facility one day a week. In 
last night's meeting, the board indicated 
it sees no reason to have a clinic director 
and, as recommended by Wicks, that 
only one doctor would be needed to work 
in the clinic, working eight hours a day, 
five days a week. 
“ I think from the standpoint of 
malpractice exposure, it would be best to 
spend the money and hire one quality 
doctor." commented Palmer. 
Dr. Hamer did not attend the board’s 
meeting. 
Top administrators 
get pay adjustments 


After discussing whether a city the 
size of Lompoc can afford to compete 
with larger cities in the job market, the 
city council Tuesday night approved 
salary increases for its two top ad­ 
ministrative positions that would bring 
them up to the average pay level for 
similar positions. 
City Administrator Gene Wählers and 
City Attorney Alan Davidson will not get 
their raises immediately, however. The 
coiHicil set the date for the hike as June 3 
this year, which would give them the 
same approximate percentage of in­ 
crease as other municipal employes 
when averaged over the whole year. 
Wählers will advance t# 12,928 per 
month, an increase of approximately 
$1,800 per year, and Davidson will go to 
$2,3% monthly, about a $1,630 annual 
raise. 
The top positions were considered as 
separate amendments to a resolution 
that granted pay increases under the 
third and final year of a “ memorandum 
of understanding” with city employe 
organizations 
Prior to the salary increase action, the 
council approved a resolution that 
eliminated six current job classifications 
and added 15 others to the Lompoc City 
Positions Classification Plan. 
The resolution stated that the changes 
were necessary “ to correctly reflect the 
current job duties and requirements of 
various positions and to provide for 
organizational changes to improve over­ 
all efficiency." 
One amendment to the resolution as 
drafted was to increase the city clerk’s 
pay so that it will go up by 6 per cent im­ 
mediately and then rise *»y one additional 
per cent on June 5. 
The pay increases for the municipal 
staff were provided in accordance with 
previously approved agreements and 
were as follows: 
Members of the City Employes As­ 
sociation — 7 per cent. 
Fire Department personnel — 5.5 per 
cent. Operations and maintenance per­ 
sonnel — 5.5 per cent. 
Police Department personnel — 7 per 
cent. 
Salaries for administrative, super­ 
visory and confidential employes are 
related to salary levels of other 
employes and to salary survey data for 
comparable positions. The proposed 
adjustments average 5.5 per cent for 1976 
and range from zero to 15.27 per cent. 
With the deletions and additions, a 
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total of 17 new classifications emerged. 
The new and changed classifications are 
as follows: 
Park and recreation superintendent to 
park and recreation director. 
Police lieutenant to police captain. 
Chief wastewater plant operator to 
wastewater plant supervisor. 
Senior maintenance man to building 
maintenance leader. 
Senior custodian to custodial 
leader. 
Storekeeper to buyer-warehouser. 
Typist clerk II (purchasing) to 
purchasing clerk. 
Maintenance man to building 
maintenance worker. 
Steno clerk II (police) to steno clerk 
III. 
Steno clerk II (fiscal services) to steno 
clerk III. 
Steno clerk II (com m unity 
development) to steno clerk III. 
Junior accountant to accountant. 
Administrative assistant (fiscal ser­ 
vices) to assistant to the city ad­ 
ministrator. 
Urban planner to assistant to the com­ 
munity development director. 
Finance director to budget officer. 
Assistant finance director-city 
treasurer to finance director. 
Deputy city treasurer to city 
treasurer. 
City Administrator Gene L. Wahlers 
told the council that the transfer of 
Marvin Loney from finance director to 
budget officer and Stella Reed from as­ 
sistant finance director-city treasurer to 
finance director will eliminate the need 
for the assistant finance director posi­ 
tion. 
As a part of the classification changes, 
the council approved the recommenda­ 
tion by Wahlers that Liane Scott be ap­ 
pointed city treasurer. She has been 
serving as deputy city treasurer. 
As a part of the salary adjustments, 
the council authorized an increase from 
50 per cent to 75 per cent the amount the 
city pays for life insurance benefits for 
administrative, supervisory and con­ 
fidential employes. The total cost of the 
increase is estimated at less than $20 per 
month. 
Cost of salary adjustments for ad­ 
ministrative, supervisory and confiden­ 
tial employes was $17,400, an amount in­ 
cluded in budget contingency accounts. 
Cost of the salary adjustments for all 
other employes was included in various 
departmental salary accounts. 
Ford's '77 budget to drop 
below $395 billion figure 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford today told a Cabinet meeting that 
the federal budget he will propose for the 
1977 fiscal year will drop below the $395 
billion figure that was previously 
predicted. 
Ford also predicted a balanced federal 
budget by fiscal year 1979 under his 
plans. 
Budget Director James T. Lynn 
forecast at the same time that some 
of the decisions involving budget cuts 
“will bring screams of protest from 
special interest groups.’’ 
Ford did not specify the budget figure

Hospital steadily losing 
money; patient census low 


The Lompoc District Hospital is about $100,000 in the red so far this fiscal 
year and is losing money steadily now because of the malpractice insurance 
crisis, hospital administrator Ken Wicks said this morning. 
As a recourse, Wicks said he will ask the board of directors to raise the 
hospital rates — for the second time this fiscal period 
Lompoc doctors, according to Wicks, are not accepting new patients and are 
not doing surgery, so patients are not being sent to the hospital. 
Today there are 28 patients in Lompoc District Hospital. Hie break even 
point for the public facility is 36 patients. 
"The census is down because the number of doctors (in town) are down We 
lost doctors and there is only one doctor doing surgery, outside of obstetrics,’’ 
he said. 
"The doctors we have are not functioning to their maximum because of the 


malpractice crisis." 
Wicks sees two options for the board of directors: raise the rates or cut back 
services 
"I don’t want to do that When you cut back services you cut back quality," 
remarked the administrator. "W e’ll probably have to increase our fees. That 
will be my recommendation to the board at the next meeting." 
He noted that the hospital is now operating with a minimum staff and "I 
don’t know how we can eliminate a job without eliminating specific services." 


Wicks estimated the hospital is $100,000 in the red so far this fiscal year. 
Although the hospital was in the red this time last year but finally broke even 
“ We won’t break even this time if we continue the way we are We’ve got to 
make some changes." he said.

LOS ANGELES (U PI) - The growing 
strength of a doctor’s strike has ended 
almost all elective surgery in the 
nation’s second largest city. 
Although public health officials con­ 
tinued to cope with the burden short of 
the emergency level, the impact of the 
strike by private physicians protesting 
the cost of malpractice insurance steadi­ 
ly increased as the walkout went into its 
seventh day. 
The closure of doctor’s offices and 
drastic cutbacks in staff at private 
hospitals threw a mounting patient load 
onto public hospitals. 
"Things have just gone bananas," said 
Dr. Marshal Rockwell, medical director 
of the public Santa Monica Hospital 
Center, where the emergency room 
patient load had almost doubled. 
The Hospital Council of Southern 
California said the strike effects had 
spread to 91 of the county’s 234 private 
hospitals, representing an increase of 20 
hospitals over the previous day. 
County health authorities told the 
Board of Supervisors Tuesday that with 
3.455 patients in cotmty hospitals — an in­ 
crease of 305 since the strike began New 
Year’s Day — there were only 315 beds 
left. 
Administrators soon will have to dis­ 
charge the less seriously ill to make 
room for incoming patients with graver 
illnesses, said health services director 
Liston Witherill. 


He said all elective surgery — opera­ 
tions that can be postponed without en­ 
dangering the patient — had been 
canceled at all public hospitals. Private 
hospitals already had eliminated most 
elective surgery because of the strike. 


Surgery loads were down 50 per cent in 
one sample of private hospitals and 
decreased by up to 80 per cent in the San 
Fernando Valley, a populous suburban 
area where the strikers were particular­ 
ly strong. 
Brown reports 
no answers on 
doctor crisis 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. has indicated that lit­ 
tle progress has been made in talks 
between the state and Southern Cali­ 
fornia doctors striking against cost of 
medical malpractice insurance. 
"After hours and hours of negotiations, 
no answer has emerged,” Brown told 
newsmen Tuesday. "So far, we are not at 
a conclusion." 
The governor said the legislature is 
reluctant to accept his plan for the state 
to guarantee insurance in return for an 
increase in treatment of Medi-Cal 
patients and a physician “ medical peace 
corps." 
Doctors have rejected the increased 
treatment of Medi-Cal patients as a trade 
for the reduced insurance premiums. 
But Brown said that proposal might be 
necessary “ to assure the con­ 
stitutionality" of the whole plan. 
“ Doctors ought to be willing to serve 
the Medi-Cal population," he said. 
Physicians and state health officials 
have been meeting in an effort to reach a 
solution that is acceptable to both doc­ 
tors and the state. 
Brown said he was "not a prophet" 
and could not predict when a solution 
might be reached. "It’s not a magician 
factory up here." he added.

A housing assistance plan with a first- 
year goal of providing 40 new units, con­ 
version of 73 existing units and 
rehabilitation of three units for elderly, 
handicapped, large family and low and 
moderate income families was approved 
Tuesday by the Lompoc City Council. 
Adoption of the plan was necessary to 
complete the application for funding un­ 
der the Community Development Block 
Grant program. 
Earlier the council had designated 
$15,000 from current fiscal year CDBG 
funds and $15,000 from 1976-77 alloca­ 
tions under the projpam. 
Urban Planner Michael Kaufman, who 
under provisions of an ordinance ap­ 
proved Tuesday night has undergone a 
classification change to assistant com­ 
munity development director, outlined 
the housing assistance plan to the coun­ 
cil. 
"The program is basically designed to 
accommodate the needs for housing in 
the Lompoc area as it relates to a 
proportionate share of the established 
needs in the region," Kaufman said. 
He added that an allocation model for 
assisted housing has been developed by 
the Area Planning Council for the whole 
county as well as for each jurisdiction 
within the county. 
“ The Department of Housing and 
Urban Development has tentatively 
agreed to the use of this model for hous­ 
ing assistance allocation and will 
scrutinize in detail the goals of each 
jurisdiction and the county overall prior 
to approval of individual CDBG ap­ 
plications," Kaufman noted. 
Methods of assistance by various agen­ 
cies will generally meet the goals out­ 
lined in the program, he said, with final 
distribution of assisted housing fluc­ 
tuating with the ability of the jurisdic­ 
tions to remain qualified for funding. 
In the first-year program, the 40 units 
of new construction and 73 units of ex­ 
isting housing would be funded under 
Section 8 of the United States Housing 
Act of 1937. The rehabilitation funding 
would come from the CDBG program. 


The three-year goal calls for approx­ 
imately 208 units of existing housing sub­ 
sidized under Section 8 and 20 units under 
CDBG. “ No new subsidized housing 
beyond the 120 units proposed by the 
County Housing Authority and approved 
under Section 8 will be proposed," 
Kaufman said, adding that all other new 
construction in the community will be by 
private firms meeting local housing de­ 
mands. 
Section 8 provides for housing as­ 
sistance to be paid to the owner for 
dwelling units under lease by eligible 
families. The assistance payments cover 
the difference between the rent payable 
to an owner and the portion of the rent 
that is paid by the eligible family. For in­ 
stance, if rent of $140 has been es­ 
tablished as the amount payable to the 
owner, an eligible family must pay $100 
and the remainder would be subsidized 
under Section 8. 
Supporting data based on census infor­ 
mation estimates that in Lompoc there 
are 55 units of substandard housing lack­ 
ing some or all plumbing facilities, and 
135 units with plumbing but in 
dilapidated condition. 
The statistical information provided 
by Kaufman also showed that in 1975 
there were 4,849 single fam ily 
residences. 3,114 multiple family 
residences and 520 mobile homes in the 


city. 
Santa Barbara County Housing 
Authority figures show that there are 235 
households in Lompoc already receiving 
“ an adequate level of housing as­ 
sistance.” 
Kaufman said the rehabilitation 
program will involve the city’s providing 
low interest loan guarantees to a local 
bank on behalf of participating property 
owners to reduce the costs of rehabilita­ 
tion and provide an incentive to upgrade 
residential property. 
Relocation payments and counseling 
and assistance will have to be provided 
where necessary, he added. 
Kaufman noted that housing 
rehabilitation will be entirely voluntary 
on the part of property owners, and that 
the program involves no direct grants to 
property owners. 
Council approval of the plan also in­ 
volved acceptance of a report showing 
that the housing assistance program will 
have no unfavorable impact on local en­ 
vironmental conditions. 
The negative EIR is one of the condi­ 
tions necessary to favorable considera­ 
tion of the application for CDBG funding. 
In answer to a question from the coun­ 
cil. Kaufman said that a local bank 
already has indicated a willingness to 
participate in the rehabilitation loan 
program. 
Socialists withdraw aid 
to Moro; Italy in crisis 


ROME (UPI) — Socialist party 
leaders voted today to withdraw their 
support from the government of Premier 
Aldo Moro, plunging Italy into a political 
crisis that could force early elections 
and bring the Communist party nearer to 
a national governing role. 
The Socialist directorate acted un­ 
animously at a 2*/j-hour meeting. 
Political sources said they expected 
Moro to submit his resignation Thursday 


or Friday. His delicately balanced 
minority coalition of Christian 
Democrats and Republicans formed 13 
months ago would command only 310 of 
the 630 votes in the Chamber of Deputies 
without Socialist backing. 


It took 51 days to end Italy’s last 
government crisis and politicians said 
this one would be more difficult. They 
called it a “ crisis in the dark.”

City Attorney Alan 
Davidson said that the right of 
any citizen 
candidate or not 
- to appear before the council 
during oral communications 
was embodied in the Con­ 
stitution’s 
righl-to-petition 
provision 


He did observe, however, that 
council rules of procedure put a 
limit of five minutes on any 
speaker during oral com ­ 
munications unless a time ex­ 
tension is granted by council 
agreement 
Davidson also noted that only 
relevant matters need be con­ 
sidered. and that this would 
give the chair some measure of 
control over the input. 
Scott had sought the ruling, 
he said, so that the chair would 


be relieved of having to decide 
on the relevancy question 
Councilman K C. Stevens In­ 
stigated several motions, all 
unsuccessfully, which would 
have had the same effect as the 
final outcome He said he felt 
there should be no restriction 
on input by the citizenry, “even 
in light of some of the problems 
that could occur " He added. 
• The issue is greater than 
parliamentary controls.” 
Councilman Emil Scolari 
urged that there be “no cam­ 
paigning’’ during oral com­ 
munications 
During a recess. Scott said he 
had only one question.

Some concern had been ex­ 
pressed during the discussion 
period that if one candidate Is 
nprmitt«! five minutes to voice 
Supervisors refuse funds 
to continue oil lawsuit

Santa Barbara County, while 
desiring to remain in the law­ 
suit ag ain st the F ed eral 
Government in regard to the 
leasing of Southern California 
offshore areas for oil drilling, is 
not prepared to contribute to 
the costs of a lawsuit at this 
time 
This position was sounded by 
Board of Supervisors chairman 
Frank J Frost on behalf of the 
board when Marvin Levine, 
deputy county counsel, came 
before* the board to request up 
to 11.000 in county funds for the 
county’s share in the continuing 
action 
Supervisors Harrell Fletcher 
and Francis H. Beattie took the 
position that the county should 
not be spending money on a 
lawsuit which had little or no 
chance of success. Levine had 
pointed out that the city and 
county of Los Angeles, the city 
of Santa Barbara, and Santa 
B arbara County had been 
recently unable in a joint effort 
to get an injunction in Federal 
Court to delay the lease sale 


But Levine said he felt it was 
in the county’s best interest to 
maintain a consistent position 
against the leasing operations 
of the Interior Department. He 
declared that while the odds 
looked great against winning 
the battle, he was not saying 
that all was lost at this time. 


The board’s position in not ad­ 
vancing funds was in line with a 
previous resolution — when the 
board approved joining the law­ 
suit — that the county would not 
spend any money in the effort, 
other than allow time by 
Levine. 


Fletcher said he was “not in­ 
terested in funding something 
that has no chance to win” 
Beattie declared that “since 


the leases are already made 
there Is no chance to win the 
suit - this is going after a dead 
horse” 
But Slater agreed with Levine 
that it was important that Santa 
Barbara County, which has 
g(Hie on record as opposing 
proliferation of oil drilling in 


the areas off the South Coast, 
adhere to this position 'as it 
will give us a better chance to 
get legislation passed while 
hoping we can win the lawsuit.” 
The decision was “to remain 
in the court action, but not be 
prepared to contribute to the 
co st.”

CHP gives 
warning on 
fences 


One of the unsung duties of 
Highway Patrol Officers is 
looking for broken fences where 
cattle and other livestock can 
wander out on a highway. 
Lieutenant R. A. Dumba of 
the Buellton area office of the 
California Highway Patrol said, 
" W e a re in te r e s te d in 
preventing accidents, but we 
also hope to assist farmers and 
ranchers by advising them of 
fences in need of repair.” 
Inadequate maintenance of 
fences is the major reason 
animals are able to wander out 
of a field and cause a traffic ac­ 
cidenten a highway.If a farmer 
or rancher fails to mend his 
fences after being warned, he 
could face criminal charges, 
Lt. Dzamba said, but “We real­ 
ly don’t want to file complaints 
against anyone; all we want is 
cooperation.” 
The CHP area commander 
said that many people don’t un­ 
derstand the legal liability that 
is involved when an animal 
caiBes an accident. He said 
livestock-caused 
accidents 
have resulted in some financial­ 
ly staggering awards in damage 
suits against the owners oi the 
animals in various parts of the 
state. 


Dzamba stated most of the 
farmers in the Buellton area 
h a v e 
b een 
e x tre m e ly 
cooperative because they 
realize that 
fences in good 
repair represent relatively 
cheap insurance on their invest­ 
ment in the animals as well as 
protection against dam age 
suits. 


He also requested public 
co o p eratio n in prom ptly 
reporting the location of any 
stray animal on the road. “The 
CHP will respond as quickly as 
possible,” he said. 


Sometimes an animal is in­ 
jured so badly that the most 
humane thing to do would be to 
put it out of its misery, but CJHP 
officers are allowed to destroy 
an animal only as a last resort.

WASHINGTON (UPI» - 
Americans, demanding more 
and more electricity to run 
households and businesses, will 
consume an average of 2 5 per 
cent more energy per person 
each year until the end of the 
20th century, according to a 
government forecast 
By the year 2000, the nation 
will be using more than twice 
as much energy annually as it 
does now. the Bureau of Mining 
predicted in a report released 
Tuesday 
The United States will need 
{he equivalent of 163.430 trillion 
British thermal units in all 
forms of heat, light and power 
to meet its needs by the turn of 
the century, the reiport said 
Nearly half of that — coming 
mostly from coal, petroleum, 
natural gas and nuclear power 
~ will be used in 2000 A.D. to 
gwerate electricity. 
The bureau said its report 
was baaed on assumptions that 
some surface mining of coal 
will be permitted, offshore oil 
leasing accelerated, energy 
research continued, natural gas 
price controls relaxed and 
domestic crude oil prices 
deregulated. 
Nuclear power consumption 
will rise from 1.6 per cent of 
toUl U.S. energy used to 28 2 
per cent, the report said. But 
even with anticipated commer­ 
cial introduction of the hi^ly 
efficient 
‘breeder” reactor 
after 1965. nuclear power can 
be “only a partial answer” to 
future needs. 
At the turn of the century, 
there will be continued reliance 
on conventional fossil fuels — 
coal, petroleum and natural gas 
— which together now repre­ 
sent 94 per cent of U.S. energy 
consumption, it said. 
The report predicts they will 
still account for 65 per cent by 
2000. Coal consumption will tri­ 
ple. 
“We are essentially locked 
into present patterns of energy 
consumption — at least through 
1985.” the report said. “Long 
time-lags encountered in chang­ 
ing our transportation systems, 
our industrial system and our 
way of life mean continued 
dependence on essentially the 
same fuels that we are using 
now.” 
Petroleum imports, which 
comprised 37 per cent of our 
petroleum supply in 1974, will 
increase to 41.9 per cent by 2000 
“unless the federal government 
intervenes to stimulate produc­ 
tion of shale oil and liquefaction 
of coal.” it said. 
It predicted solar energy, 
barring a breakthrough, will 
not play “any significant role” 
in electric production in the im­ 
mediate future.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Legislation abolishing state in­ 
heritance tax referees has been 
introduced by a Democratic as­ 
semblyman who calls the ap­ 
pointive positions “one of the 
last bastions of the spoils 
system in state government.” 
Assemblyman Daniel Boat­ 
wright of Concord Tuesday sub­ 
mitted a bill (AB2612) which 
would turn over the determina­ 
tion of inheritance taxes direct­ 
ly to the controller’s office and 
its Inheritance Tax Depart­ 
ment. 
Democratic Controller Ken­ 
neth Cory has been under in- 
vestigati(Hi by a federal grand 
jury for appointing as inheri­ 
tance tax referees persons 
whose immediate families or 
business partners contritmted 
to his election campaign. 
Currently, the referees are 
appointed by the controller to 
serve every county. The referee 
is paid a fee by the estate based 
upon the appraised value. 
“The appointment of inheri­ 
tance tax referees remains one 
of the last bastions of the spoils 
system in state government to­ 
day. dating back to 1905,” 
Boatwright said. “Periodic con­ 
troversy over appointments has 
ensued for years, largely 
because of the lucrative fees 
referees may receive.” 
He noted that the approxi­ 
mately 160 inheritance tax 
referees received nearly $5 
milli(xi in fees during the 1974- 
’75 fiscal year. The average 
gross salai7 , from which ex­ 
penses must be paid, was 
930.000. 
The Boatwright bill would 
make the appraisal functions 
the responsibility of the estate 
executors. They would file an 
appraisal and inheritance tax 
return with the controller, 
whose office would audit the 
records and make a report of 
taxes due to the judge. 


ARLINGTON. Va. (UPI) 
CIA agent Richard S. Welch, 
victim of a war fought in the 
shadows, was buried in Arling­ 
ton National Cemetery Tuesday 
among those who fought for 
their country in uniform. 
President Ford was among 
the mourners. 
Welch, slain Dec. 23 in Athens 
by unknown gunmen, was 
buried on a hillside near the Ft. 
Myers Chapel to the crack of 
musketry and the mournful 
bugle notes of “Taps” after full 
military funeral services. 
Joining the widow, their sons 
and dau^ters and the rest of 
the family at the cemetery 
church service were Ford, 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer and CIA D irector 
William Colby. Ford and Kis­ 
singer did not go to the 
gravesite. 
The President, holding Mrs. 
Welch’s hands, spoke softly 
with the veiled widow after the 
chapel services and twice 
leaned over to speak quietly 
with Welch's father, who was in 
a wheelchair. He also spoke 
with the children, including one 
who wore the uniform of a 
Marine lieutenant. 
Col. Duncan C. Stewart, who 
conducted the service, read 
from the 27th Psalm: “When 
the wicked, even mine enemies 
and my foes, camé upon me ... 
they stumbled and fell.” 
Ford then escorted the widow 
to a limousine that followed a 
horse-drawn caisson which car­ 
ried the flag-draped casket to 
the gravesite. 
Eight soldiers in blue dress 
uniform, walking with mea­ 
sured tread, carried the casket 
from the caisson, past the rows 
of gravestones to the burial site 
surrounded by the graves of 
soldiers, sailors and airmen. 
The United States Army Band 
played “Oh God Our Help In 
Ages Past” as the casket was 
carried to its final destination. 
Three volleys of musketry 
rattled across the hillside and 
through the winter barren 
trees. Then, “Taps” was played 
by a bugler and the the eight 
bearers raised the flag by its 
edges and, with quick move­ 
ments, folded it into a triangle 
with the blue field and white 
stars. 
Colby leaned over to the 
seated widow and handed her 
the flag while the band played 
“America the Beautiful.” 
Robert Skeffington Welch had 
come home to rest on a hillside 
in Virginia. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer, in an effort to overcome 
strains in U.S.-Israeli relations, 
assuring. Israeli Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon today the 
United States is not warming up 
to the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. 
Allon and Kissinger were 
opening a first round of recon­ 
ciliation and strategy Ulks at 
the State Department prior to 
the Jan. 12 opening of the UN 
Security Council debate on the 
Middle East - which Israel 
refuses to attend. 
On Allon s arrival Tuesday, 
he and Kissinger sought to 
create an impression Israel and 
the United States will achieve a 
common position despite recent 
strains over the PLO. 
In greeting Allon, Kissinger 
said. “We are going to have 
detailed discussions before the 
UN Security Council meeting 
next week. I know they will be 
conducted in a very friendly at- 


mosphere and we will achieve a 
common position,” 
Allon similarly was upbeat; 
“It is well known my weakness 
is optim ism , guarded op­ 
timism. If Mr. Kissinger thiiAs 
this is possible, I am becoming 
even more optimistic.” 
But State Department offi­ 
cials conceded the search for a 
settlement is passing from the 
relatively easy stage of the first 
disengagement accords to dif­ 
ficult and possibly intractable 
problems. 
A major obstacle, the offi­ 
cials said, is the Palestinians 
who lost their homes when 
Israel was created in 1948.

Military leaders debate 
but Portuguese concerned 


LISBON, Portugal (UPI) - 
Military leaders today debated 
how much to reduce their role 
in politics, but most Portuguese 
householders were more con­ 
cerned by the effects of 
skyrocketing prices. 
The military’s key revolution­ 
ary council met through the 
night to discuss proposals by 
political parties aimed at 
limiting the role of the armed 
forces in government. 
The council was preparing to 
renegotiate with politicians a 
pact the militai7 forced party 
leaders to sign in April. 
Under that pact, the military 
retained ultimate executive and 
legislative powers for the next 
three to five years. 
The two largest parties, the 
Socialists and left-of-center 
Popular D em ocrats, have 
called for free elections of the 
president as well as expansion 
of civilian policy-making po­ 
wers. 
Cmincil members have said 
they expect civilian decision­ 
making to be increased but the 
military would stop short of a 
complete return to their bar­ 
racks. 
In the supermarkets, shop­ 
pers stripped shelves in an ef­ 
fort to buy food at old prices 
before stocks are replaced by 
goods at new and higher prices.

bill advances 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
proposed constitutional amend­ 
ment banning strikes by all 
state and local government 
workers advanced to the Senate 
floor Tuesday. 
The proposal (SCA27), which 
would put the issue to voters, 
was approved Tuesday by the 
Governmental 
Organization 
Committee on a bare-majority 
6-5 vote. Its author is Sen. Den­ 
nis Carpenter, R-Newport 
Beach. 
Approval came after the 
legislation* was amended to ex­ 
tend the strike ban to teachers 
as well as other employes of the 
state, counties, cities and 
special districts. 
Presently, California law 
neither authorizes nor prohibits 
public employe strikes. Courts 
generally have ruled such 
strikes illegal. However, pun­ 
ishment for striking usually is 
waived as a term of settlement. 
If approved by the legis­ 
lature. Carpenter’s proposal 
would be placed probably on the 
November general election 
ballot.

The strike by Madrid's 3,800 
mass transit workers began 
Monday night and has virtually 
shut down the city’s 3l-mlle 
subway system, creating mam­ 
moth traffic jams.

Man bilks 
U.S. in 
tax fraud 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
former Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice agent who lived it up in an 
exclusive home, had a garage 
full of expensive foreign cars 
and his own airplane, Tuesday 
admitted cheating the govern­ 
ment out of $565,000. 
Federal authorities said it 
was the largest tax fraud ever 
carried out by a single tax­ 
payer. 
David Glen Robinson, 31, 
Pasadena. Calif., filed false in­ 
come tax returns for four years 
using an assumed name, phony 
W-2 forms, a fake address and 
listed his employer as a 
Houston. Tex., firm where he 
was unknown. He pleaded 
guilty to the charges in U.S. 
District Court. 
Assistant U.S. Attorney A. 
Howard Matz was reluctant to 
air details of the fraud but said 
the phony returns were filed 
from 1971 through 1974 and the 
refunds totaled more than 
$565,000. Sentencing was sche­ 
duled for Jan. 26. 
Federal investigators said 
Robinson used the money to buy 
an $84,500 home, an airplane 
and several automobiles in­ 
cluding three Jaguars, two 
Lamborghinis. a Ferrari and a 
Mercedes Benz. 
An IRS employe at the 
Fresno, Calif., disbursing cen­ 
ter uncovered the case when he 
became curious about the size 
of the refunds. 
Robinson worked for the 
IRS’s Los Angeles district of­ 
fice in 1969 but left for Australia 
when agents uncovered an 
embezzlement scheme he was 
operating, Matz said. 
He later was extradited to the 
United States and in early 1973, 
pleaded guilty to embezzlement 
and was given a one-year prison 
term.

Troops hope to end 
spiral of murders 


BELFAST. Northern Ireland 
(CPI) - A battalion of 600 
British troops moved into ‘ ban­ 
dit country" today to try and 
halt a spiral of murders that 
erupted into the worst mas­ 
sacre in six years of sectarian 
violence in Northern Ireland 
The soldiers, part of an 
emergency battalion on standby 
for international duty, rein­ 
forced hundreds of extra troops 
sent into the troubled border 
area of South Armagh after the 
slaying of 10 Protestant textile 
workers Monday. 
A spokesman for the South 
Armagh Republican Action 
Force, a renegade offshoot of 
the outlawed Irish Republican 
Army, claimed responsibility 
for the killings 
He told a Belfast newspaper 
Tuesday the Protestants were 
murdered in retaliation for the 
slaying of five Roman Catholics 
in the area Sunday. The same 
group also claimed responsibili­ 
ty for slaying three Protestants 
last week. 
The British government, 
fearing reprisal attacks by 


Protestant guerrilla squads, 
decided to send in the extra 
troops at an emergency 
meeting Tuesday. 
The new battalion doubles 
British troop strength in South 
Armagh and boosts the total in 
Northern Ireland to 15.300. the 
highest level in 18 months. 
The South Armagh area is 
known as “ bandit country" 
because of the treacherous 
terrain that has long been a 
stronghold of the IRA. 
A security spokesman said 
the troops will patrol the 
narrow lanes of the hilly, 
wooded countryside and har­ 
ass movement of gunmen and 
weapons with spot vehicle 
checks and searches. 
The increased army strength 
was also designed to reassure 
the local residents, many of 
whom have fled their isolated 
farmhouses for the com­ 
parative safety of towns and 
villages. 
The massacre was the worst 
such incident in six years of 
Catholic-Protestant 
violence 
that has claimed more than 
1.000 lives.

fight against new trial 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
evidence that convicted four of 
former President Richard Nix­ 
on’s top aides of conspiracy is 
“overwhelming" and there are 
no grounds for a new trial, 
Watergate prosecutors have 
told an appeals court. 
Deputy prosecutor Peter 
Kreindler asked Tuesday that 
an appeal for a new trial be 
denied. Lawyers for the four 
had argued that massive 
pretrial publicity combined 
with Nixon’s failure to testify 
were grounds for overturning 
the convictions. 
Only one of the four, former 
deputy Attorney General Rob­ 
ert Mardian, was present dur­ 
ing the proceedings before the 
six-member U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia. 


Nixon White House aides 
H R. Haldeman and John 
Ehrlichman. his attorney gene­ 
ral, John Mitchell, and Mardian 
all were convicted of conspiring 
to cover up the June 17, 1972, 
Watergate burglary. All except 
Mardian also were convicted of 
lying to investigators about the 
case. 


None will start serving their 
sentences until the appeals 
route is exhausted — a process 
defense lawyers said will end in 
the U.S. Supreme Court if the 
appeals court does not reverse 
the convictions. 


Kreindler said the evidence 
disclosed “ a massive conspira­ 
cy by the President (Nixon) and 
his close aides to obstruct 
justice. 
“The proof of their guilt is 
overwhelming,” he said. 


He said Nixon’s probable 
testimony was available from 
others, and the White House 
tapes were insurmountable 
proof of conspiracy. 


“ Mr. Nixon can’t help them," 
Kreindler said. “ Is he going to 
come into this court and say ‘I 
deceived you, I lied to you’?" 


John Wilson, lawyer for 
Haldeman, said ihe Watergate 
case became a “ crime of pas­ 
sion” because “the American 
people were brought to a white 
heat" by publicity. Congress 
and the special Watergate 
prosecutor’s office. 


Ehrlichman’s attorney, Wil­ 
liam Prates, told the court Nix­ 
on’s testimony was indispen­ 
sable since he was “ the 
producer, the director and the 
main character of what this 
trial is all about."

John V. Tunney has 
charged that American pilots in 
American-built cargo planes 
have flown arms into Angola 
but said he didn’t know if the

The California Democrat, 
seeking election to a second 
term, Tuesday said he received 
the information from a "sub­ 
stantial, extremely reliable 
eyewitness,’’ whom he refused 
to identify.

He said he plans to ask Presi­ 
dent Ford and Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger what 
role, if any, the U S. govern­ 
ment played in the flights He 
also asked each member of the

"The President has indicated 
that we aren’t supporting 
mercenaries," Tunney said 
"Press Secretary Ron Nessen 
says we’re not supporting 
mercenaries 
I ’d like to know 
who these American pilots are 
working for."

Practices Commis­ 
sion, A ssem blym an Leon 
Ralph, D-South Gate, said he 
received more than $10,000 in 
income from an August birth­ 
day party in his honor. 
The affair was officially 
listed as the “Leon Ralph Birth­ 
day Party.” Names of the con­ 
tributors were not listed. 
Ralph said the contributions 
came from friends, adding that 
the actual figure may be less 
than $10,000. He said he has a 
list of contributors and is 
prepared to pay income taxes 
on the cash gifts. 
Similarly, friends of Assem­ 
blyman Vincent Thomas, D-San 
Pedro, including labor leaders 
and doctors, chipped in nearly 
$3.500 to sponsor a gathering in 
celebration of Thomas’ 28th 
wedding anniversary. 
A spokesman for Thomas said 
some of the money was spent on 
the party and the remainder 
will be used to send he and his 


wife on an ocean cruise to Mex­ 
ico this summer.

Post Tuesday warned that un­ 
less rising operating costs - es­ 
pecially those for labor—are 
limited, “political arguments 
for mass transit will evapora­ 
te.” 
The nonpartisan fiscal expert 
testified before the Senate 
Utilities and Transit Commit­ 
tee on sweeping recommenda­ 
tions he made last month for 
Bay Area tax increases and 
fare hikes to bail the region’s 
three transit systems out of 
$233 million in projected red ink 
by 1980 
The systems are the Bay 
Area Rapid Transit System 
(BART), 
A lam eda-Contra 
Costa (AC) Transit and the San 
Francisco Municipal Railway 
(MUNI). 
The “heart of the problem” 
Post said is that labor costs 
“have been rising at a rate far 
exceeding inflation in the last 
few years." He said salaries 
and fringe benefits for AC tran­ 
sit workers incresed 47 per cent 
in the last three years. MUNI 42 
per cent and BART 37 per cent. 
In his study, released last 
month. Post recommended that 
any growth in transit operating 
expenses be limited to 6.7 per 
cent a year, which is the 
current projected rate of infla­ 
tion.

MOUNTAIN VIEW. Calif. (UPI) - Dick Battista, first 
professional athlete ever to receive a heart transplant, 
will return to competition Sunday when the $100,000 Show­ 
boat Invitational Bowling tournament opens in Las 
Vegas 
Battista, who received his new heart in a 10-hour opera­ 
tion Oct. 9 at Stanford University Medical Center, has 
been rolling 15 practice games daily to prepare for his 
return to action and says he feels ready to roll. 
• Both New York Hospital at Cornell and the SUnford 
group had been looking for an athlete in good physical 
condition to do the transplant," Battista. 44. said today, 
i fitted the requirement. 


• All they were unsure of was whether my background 
was strong enough to give me the will to live. My wife and 
two children are enough for me to want that." 
Battista was not even aware he needed a new heart un­ 


til, after five sleepless nights in September at his home 
in Astorial, N Y., he entered a hospital. 
"Twenty minutes latter, I was dead," he recalled. “Ev­ 
erything had stopped. They worked on me for three or 
four hours, reviving me and making sure I was all right." 
But even with the best of care, he was toW, he had three 
months at most to live. A pacemaker would not be enough 
to counter the damage done to his heart, doctors said. 
So he was flown West for the operation. 
Since then, his progress has been excellent, although he 
is kept on a very strict diet with low intake of cholesterol 
and sodium. Battista was encouraged by his doctors to get 
plenty of exercise. 
For a former Roller Derby player and PBA veteran, ex­ 
ercise came easily. "I do situps, pushups, weightlifting, 
ride a bicycle and bowl about 15 games a day," said Bat­ 
tista. "I was riding a bicycle In therapy two weeks after 
the operation." 


BattisU said his heart is strong. "It was a very young 
athlete's heart in excellent condition." 
"I did not bowl the first two stops on the tour because I 
needed to ^ t my legs in shape. But the heart is ready. 
"I can never die ^ a heart attack with this heart," he 
added confidently. "The only two things I have to worry 
about are rejection and Infection.” 
He said his body tried to reject the new heart about 
three weeks after the transplant, but it was "very, very 
mild." and it was normal, his doctors expected it. 


The greater concern is infection. To lessen the chance 
of rejectiofk, his antibodies and white corpuscle count are 
kept low. But that, in turn, increases the chance of Bat­ 
tista’s becoming infected by some other disease. 


Still, his doctors share Battista’s optimism Dr. Donald 
Ricci of Stanford points out that "once the heart is stable, 
like Battista’s, there is much less cause for concern."

Computer scouting vindicated 
Bartkowski, Brazile top rookies 


By MURRAY OLDERMAN 
NEW YORK — (NEA) — There is. after all, a raison 
d’etre for all those fancy scouting systems in profes­ 
sional football — Blesto, Серо, Quadra, Galaxy — to 
which 25 of the 28 teams in the National Football League 
belong. 
Last January, Серо, a seven-team scouting combine, 
certified Steve Bartkowski of the University of Califor­ 
nia as the top college prospect in the United States, 
which led Atlanta to pick him first in the draft. 
At the same time, Galaxy, which enrolls four teams, 
among them Houston, convinced the Oilers that their 
top pick in the draft should be Robert Brazile, a motale 
linebacker from Jackson State University. 
Those judgments have today been vindicated by the 
selection of Steve Bartkowski and Robert Brazile as the 
winners of the Bert Bell Memorial Trophies as rookies 
of the year in the National and American Football 
Conferences, respectively. The final voting was con­ 
ducted by Newspaper Enterprise Association. 
They received their trophies on Jan. 3 at a luncheon 
hosted by Shulton, Inc., in Los Angeles, the makers of 
Old Spice, which conducted preliminary national 
balloting for the five finalists in each conference. The 
awards were also announced by John Unitas during the 
NFC Championship Playoff Game and Bartkowski and 
Brazile each were presented with a 1976 Chrysler Cor­ 
doba automobile, l^e eight other finalists each received 
engraved digital watches. 
Barely 18 months ago, Steve Bartkowski had decided 
he was through with football, that he would never play 
again, that his future was slugging a baseball. He had 


finished his junior year at the University of California 
as a secMid string quarterback behind Vince Ferragamo 
(now at the University of Nebraska). He skipped spring 
practice to concentrate on a baseball career. 
But Steve, like a lot guys before him going all the way 
back to Jim Thorpe, found out he couldn’t hit the curve. 
Coach Mike White at California felt that Bartkowski 
was still an outstanding football talent and in July, 1974, 
he was persuaded to turn out for the California varsity 
again the fall. Almost at the same time. Ferragamo 
transferred to Nebraska and big (6-4, 215) Bart was all 
California had to play quartei^ck. The results were 
sensational as he passed for 2,580 yards and won a un­ 
animous All-American selectim. 


With the Falcons this fall, he immediately established 
himself as the regular quarterback once the season 
began and, although handicapped by an injury to his left 
elbow which kept him out of several games, he was the 
difference between a team which floundered when he 
wasn’t on the field and could play equally with any 
power in the NFL when he was directing the Atlanta at­ 
tack. 


The statistics were impressive enough as he threw for 
1,662 yards and 13 touchdowns, but beyond them he was, 
despite his inexperience, an inspirational leader for the 
Falcons aiKl the best first year quarterback this 
observer has seen in 25 years. 
His closest voting competition for NFC rookie honors 
came from a couple of smallish running backs, Mike 
Thomas of Washington and Willard Harrell of Green 
Bay. 


uuueri Brazile came into pro football with a lot less 
attention than Bartkowski, although his credentials 
were just as respectable. 
At Jackson State, the touted player was Walter 
Payton, the running back drafted first by the Chicago 
Bears, and a good one. But Brazile was also considered 
"can’t miss" when he was picked as the Oilers’ top 
choice. An early injury to veteran linebacker Duane 
Benson gave Brazile (pronounced the same as the 
country) his chance. He was never moved out. 
"There was never a^ioubt about Robert," says Ed 
Biles, the Oilers’ defensive coach. "He’s played out­ 
standing football every game. He’s got good in­ 
telligence, good movement." 
He also has size, 6-4 and 230, and has been timed in a 
phenmenal 4.6 for the 40-yard dash. 
In the Oilers’ unique 3-4 defense, whidi deploys four 
linebackers, Braziles as an outside man had dual 
responsibility against the run and the pass and 
demonstrated fine coverage while preserving his 
reputation as a rugged tackier. 
A pair of defensive specialists, corner back and punt 
return ace Neal Colzie of the Oakland Raiders and 
tackle Louis Kelcher of the San Diego Chargers, also 
figured strongly in the AFC voting. 
Hie winning selections were made by a panel of NFL 
team captains and coaches. 
The Bert Bell Trophy for rookie of the year was in­ 
augurated in 1964 by Newspaper Enterprise Association. 
The very first winner was Charley Taylor of the 
Washington Redskins. He has just become the most 
prolific pass receiver in the history of pro football.

to Innsbruck 


INNSBRUCK. Austria (UP!) 
— At the same time organizers 
of the much-maligned Montreal 
Olympics were threatening 
cancellation of the Summer 
Games. Austrian Olympic offi­ 
cials w ere busy spending 
$250.000 to import 200,000 cubic 
feet of snow necessary to save 
the Winter Games. 
Warm southerly winds and a 
sparse snowfall since early 
November have left many of 
the Olympic ski runs nearly 
bare, and with the first com­ 
petition scheduled to start Feb 
4. “Operation Snow Lift’’ has 
been launched to cover the sl­ 
opes with imported snow 
Under similar circumstances 
in 1964, when Innsbruck last 
hosted the Games, repacked 
imported snow, which sup­ 
posedly makes the surface on 
the runs much faster than 
usual, was installed and the 
Games proved to be a success 
“We are not worried about 
staging the Games properly," 
said Karl Heinz Klee, the 
secretary genera! of the organ­ 
izing committee “ But the time 
has now come to start prepar­ 
ing the Olympic tracks with 
snow from the surrounding 
mountains.“ 
Hie snow will be brought in 
by a fleet of 500 trucks from 
where it has been kept in an 
emergency zone in the Brenner 
Pass on the Italian border. 
Army troops will be used for 
much of the work. 
The major headache for the 
organizers will be the men’s 
and women's downhill track on 
the southern-facing Patscher- 
skofel run which will need a 
wider spread of snow because 
of the speeds reached during 
the race. At the moment, only a 
small stretch just before the 
finishing line is covered by 
snow. 
The organizers remain op­ 
timistic. however, that the next 
three weeks will see a major 
snowfall in the Tyrolean Alps— 
for cosmetic as well as prac­ 
tical reasons 
"We want to present Innsb­ 
ruck as a city of winter sports 
and not a gray city,” said Klee.

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Full-scale civil 
war threatened 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
Full-scale civil war threatened 
to engulf Lebanon today with 
the dispute over a besieged 
Palestinian refugee camp es­ 
calating into warnings of 
widespread bloodshed 
Moslem leftists geared for 
war after Christian forces 
refused to completely lift their 
five-day blockade of food and 
supplies to 6.000 Palestinians in 
a camp outside Beirut and 
30,000 Moslems in surrounding 
shanty towns 
“ We demand an uncon­ 
ditional lifting of the blockade. 
We will not allow them to act as 
if they were masters and we 
were slaves," said leftist leader 
Issam Al-Arab. 
"We will teach them a lesson 
this time that they will not 
forget for tens of years." 
An emergency security meet­ 
ing called to discuss the dispute 
collapsed when the leftist and 
Palestinian 
representatives 
walked out. threatening war un­ 
less Christians unconditionally 
lifted the blockade. 
Premier Rashid Karami 
summoned both sides to 
another meeting today but it ap­ 
peared doubtful the leftists 
would attend 
"The test will come at the 
meeting If the left and Palesti­ 
nians do not attend as they have 


threatened then everything 
could explode," a government 
source said. 
Police said at least five 
persons were killed and 10 
wounded in rocket, mortar and 
machinegun battles Tuesday 
night around the Palestinian 
camp in Beirut's predominantly 
Christian eastern suburbs 
Five more were killed in the 
capital, raising the toll since 
April to 8,060 dead and 17,175 
wounded 
A meeting of right-wing 
militia leaders ended with "an 
understanding" to allow "basic 
and limited " food shipments 
through to the camp but not to 
end the blockade, a Christian 
spokesman said. 


He said small quantities of 
flour and other staples would be 
allowed to pass through Chris­ 
tian territory to the camp but 
"not large shipments that 
would allow the camp to 
hoard." 
A Palestine Liberation 
Organization spokesman said 
the camp residents had enough 
flour and other "storable 
goods" to last for a few more 
days but they had run out of all 
perishable items including 
meat, vegetables and milk. 
"The situation is becoming 
very serious," he said. 
Americans marrying later 
but splitting up more 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Americans are marrying later 
in life but splitting up more 
frequently than ever before, the 
Census Bureau reports. 
The bureau said Monday 
figures for age of first 
marriage and the number of 
people separated or divorced 
show a trend of "more young 
people staying single and main­ 
taining their own households, 
more divorce and separation, 
more families headed by 
women and more children liv­ 
ing with only one parent." 
Between 1970 and 1975, it 
said, the number of people aged 
25 to 34 who never married in­ 
creased 50 per cent. Sixty per 
cent of men between 20 and 24 
were single in 1975 compared to 
55 per cent five years earlier. 
Forty per cent of women aged 
20 to 24 were single in 1975 com­ 


pared to 28 per cent in 1970, the 
report said. 
In 1975, 30 per cent of the 
over-14 population was single, 
compared to 2t per cent five 
years earlier. But of those who 
had been married, a record 12.5 
per cent were separated or 
divorced in 1975 compared to 
the previous record 8.5 per cent 
in 1970. 
The median age for the first 
marriage for men in 1975 was 
23.5 years, up from 23.2 years in 
1970 and 22.8 years in 1965 and 
1960. For women, the median 
age of first marriage was 21.2 
years in 1970, up from 20.8 
years in 1970, 20.6 years in 1965 
and 20.3 years in 1960. 
But the age of first marriage 
is not the highest since record 
keeping began. In 1890, the me­ 
dian age for men was 26.1 years 
and 22 for women. 


Special 
CIA unit 
suggested 


RADNOR, Pa 
(U P I) - 
Former CIA director John Mc- 
Cone has urged Congress to es­ 
tablish a special committee to 
monitor CIA activities and 
clear up the agency’s "tarni­ 
shed" reputation. 
In the Jan. 10 issue of TV 
Guide magazine, McCone 
called upon Congress to set up a 
fully staffed committee pat­ 
terned after the 30-year-old 
Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy. 
TV Guide, published in Rad­ 
nor, released an advance text of 
the article. 
"In my opinion, the image of 
CIA has become so tarnished 
that changes must be made to 
extinguish, as much as possi­ 
ble, criticism, to restore confi­ 
dence and to provide an on­ 
going dynamic foreign intelli­ 
gence service," said McCone, 
CIA chief during the Kennedy 
and Johnson administrations. 
In the article, McCone also 
warned against damaging the 
effectiveness*'of the agency, by 
indiscriminately disclosing in­ 
formation about it. 
He called for severe penalties 
for those convicted of leaking 
information or disclosing sensi­ 
tive operations of the commit­ 
tee 
McCone said that before the 
public’s confidence can be 
restored in the agency, the CIA 
must "confine its operations to 
acceptable moral and legal 
standards." 
"To strengthen Congressional 
oversight, I suggest we create a 
single joint committee on in­ 
telligence, with membership 
drawn from both houses and 
adequately staffed," he said. 
"As we seek change, we must 
take great care not to damage 
the effectiveness of the intelli­ 
gence organization and we must 
accept the practical truth that a 
foreign intelligence operation, 
to be effective at all, must by 
its very nature remain in 
privacy. 
"Our nation would hardly be 
safe without such an establish­ 
ment." McCone said.

Ingalls' belief the two parties 
were useless.

Time for testing 


The great debate over 
Angola continues with much 
heat but little light being shed 
on certain fundam ental 
questions: 
Just who are the various fac­ 
tions contending for power in 
that (ountry? What do they 
represent? Whom are we be­ 
ing asked to support? And 
why? 


The American people know 
less about Angola and the 
Angolans than they did about 
Vietnam and the Vietnamese 
in 1964. The issue is stated 
solely in terms of United 
States-Soviet rivalry and U.S. 
response to yet another Com­ 
munist challenge to our role as 
defender of freedom around 
the world. 


The Soviets tested our in­ 
telligence with the 1972 wheat 
deal. They t e s t e d our 
gullibility in the first SALT 
disarmament agreements. 
Now they are apparently 


testing the limits of our devo­ 
tion to detente. 
Maybe it is time for us to do 
a little testing of our own. 
Rather than opposing the 
Soviet Union by proxy again, 
rather than investing our 
prestige in a part of the world 
whose politics are far more 
tangled than they were in Viet­ 
nam, perhaps it is time we 
went right to the heart of the 
matter. 


It is true that Secretary of 
State Kissinger has been drop­ 
ping increasingly strong hints 
about the danger Soviet med­ 
dling in Africa poses to 
detente. But his words are 
merely words, backed up by no 
real prospect of deterrent 
penalties, and the Soviets ap­ 
parently know it. 


What penalties could we im­ 
pose? We could, for one thing, 
stop underwriting the Soviet 
economy with massive ship­ 
ments of grain. For another, 


we could stop exporting our in- 
du strial and s c i e n t i f i c 
technology to the Soviet 
Union. 
But we won’t if the ad­ 
ministration has its way. We 
will continue to bluster about 
Soviet “ recolonization” of 
Africa and frighten ourselves 
with the vision of a Soviet 
colossus astride the Atlantic 
shipping lanes, even as we 
continue to provide the Rus­ 
sians with much of the 
economic wherewithall to pur­ 
sue its imperialistic adven­ 
tures. 
And as long as we continue 
to base our policy on knee-jerk 
reactions to Soviet initiatives, 
as if the world were a giant 
red-and-white checkerboard 
with our attention presently 
focused on a square that hap­ 
pens to be labeled Angola, we 
will continue to play a foolish 
and costly game according to 
rules laid down by the 
Kremlin.

Hoover's wrath 


WASHINGTON - We have been digg­ 
ing into the secrets of the late J. Edgar 
Hoover, whose abuses of power made 
him the most formidable and feared 
bureaucrat in the history of the republic. 
Only a complete exposure of his abuses 
can prevent them from happening again. 
He built his enormous power by 
m a n ip u latin g the 
press and maligning 
his critics. Thanks to 
carefully 
publicized 
human strengths and 
c a r e fu lly hid d en 
human failings, he ap­ 
peared as a man of ac­ 
tion fighting the forces 
of evil. 
More than 40 years 
of p la n ted p r e ss 
notices transformed 
his bulldog visage into 
a national symbol. His 
staccato speech and stern mannerism 
completed the image. 
Writers who dared to criticize Hoover 
wound up on his hate list, which was far 
more deadly than the FBI’s most-wanted 
list. 
Attorney Max Lowenthal, for example, 
questioned the FBI’s fabled reputation ip 
a book entitled simply “The FBI.” It 
dealt more with the corrupt agency 
Hoover had inherited than the effective 
crime-fighting organization he built. But 
there were some passages that were less 
than flattering about Hoover. 
After he read it, he let out a roar of 
rage and summoned a trusted assistant 
whose function it was to prevent such 
em barrassm ents. Hoover angrily 
threatened to fire the man for failing to 
block the publication of the book. 
The agent would rather have faced 
gangland gunfire than Hoover’s wrath. 
The tongue lashing was more than he 
could take; he broke down and wept like 


a baby "Mr. Hoover,” he sniffled, “if I 
had known this book was coming out, I’d 
have thrown my body into the presses to 
block it.” 
Although it was too late for this 
sacrifice, Hoover ordered his minions to 
prepare half-a-dozen black, fiber-bound 
volumes of critical analysis tearing 
apart the Lowenthal book TTiese were 
used to compose harsh book reviews, 
which were secretly circulated to com­ 
pliant newspapers and magazines. 
Agents were even reduced to canvassing 
booksellers and urging them not to stock 
the book. 
But this wasn’t enough to placate the 
irascible FBI chief. He also ordered 
every index in the FBI checked for 
d ero g a tory 
in fo rm a tio n 
about 
Lowenthal. He seized upon a vague tie 
with a communist-front group, which 
was spread through FBI field offices to 
the media. 
The Fund fo r the R e p u b lic , 
meanwhile, conducted a scholarly study 
of domestic communism, which con­ 
cluded the FBI was overblowing its im­ 
portance. This inflamed Hoover, who 
ordered an all-out investigation of both 
the Fund and its head, Dr. Robert 
Maynard Hutchins. 
The FBI chief directed his subor­ 
dinates to prepare a monograph ripping 
Hutchins to pieces. They became so im­ 
pressed with Hutchins from their 
research, however, that they produced a 
mild monograph. Down came instruc­ 
tions to rewrite the piece, making it 
suitably derogatory, on pain of being 
censured. The second, more vicious 
monograph was leaked to the press. 
Another famous scholar, Henry Steele 
Commager, also offended the great G- 
man. Hoover fired off pink sheets to field 
agents, directing them to smear Com­ 
mager. The use of pink paper was under­ 
stood to mean they should destroy the

message after reading it. 
A recalcitrant former agent. Jack 
Levine, was railroaded out of the FBI by 
Hoover but struck back with an article 
ridiculing the FBI director. The vengeful 
Hoover blocked Levine from getting a 
job at the Justice Department and tried 
to block his admission to the Arizona 
bar. 
Similar smear campaigns were run 
against former agents Bill Turner and 
Bernard Conners, who also wrote 
critical books about the FBI. 
In contrast, Hoover directed a 
vigorous promotion campaign to sell his 
own book on communism. “Masters of 
Deceit,” which was written for him by 
FBI ghostwriters. The FBI chief 
arranged with a friend to set up a front 
group, which bought hundreds of copies 
of the book and distributed them to in­ 
fluential Americans. Glowing reviews, 
prepared inside the FBI, were dis­ 
tributed to the press. 
Indeed, Hoover established a powerful 
publicity machine. For example, a 
letter-writing unit, staffed with FBI 
agents, personalized his correspondence. 
The agents provided inquirers with infor­ 
mation on what kind of suits, shoes and 
ties Hoover wore, how he liked his steak 
and his favorite recipe for popovers. 
One agent wrote a detailed letter ex­ 
plaining why Hoover’s favorite hymn 
was “The Old Rugged Cross,” then 
learned the correct hymn was “Rock of 
Ages.” The agent simply changed the 
names, utilizing the same reasons. 
Because of his mastery of publicity, 
the old curmudgeon lasted on top of the 
bureaucracy longer than any other 
American and became too formidable a 
public figure even for Presidents to 
challenge. 


The whole Hoover business is getting 
out of hand. One of the reasons for it is 
the partisanship of the headlining 
Congressional investigating committees, 
which make one think back wistfully on 
the rough justice of those Nixonites 
engaged in maximizing the incumbency. 
Now hear this; Carl Rowan, the promi­ 
nent black journalist 
and former director of 
the United States In­ 
formation Agency, has 
actually suggested 
that the evid en ce 
m ou n ts 
th a t th e 
Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, under 
Hoover’s 
leadership, 
connived in the assas­ 
sination of Martin 
Luther King. 
I don’t think Joe Mc­ 
Carthy ever made an 
allegation quite so breathtaking. They 
ran McCarthy out of town with wet 
towels. All that has happened to Carl 
Rowan, so far as I can see, is that he has 
received a quiet letter from Ladislas 
Farrago, the writer, biographer of 
General Patton, who has been spending 
the last several years preparing an 
authoritative biography of J. Edgar 
Hoover. Rowan would probably have 
preferred the towels. 
Farrago wrote to Rowan to say, in ef­ 
fect: 
Look, 1) in 1967 there was a genuine 
national concern over the company (I do 
not mean sexual) Dr. King was keeping. 


2) During that period there were 
periodic threats against the life of Dr. 
King. These came in part from white 
fanatics, against whom the FBI was 
generally able to contend — by bugging 
certain telephones, keeping some people 
under surveillance, penetrating their 
organizations, and providing King with 
special protections. But it became more 
and more difficult to protect him against 
the black extremists — such as, for in­ 
stance, had assassinated Malcolm X — 
because the hostility to the FBI 
engendered by King and a few black ex­ 
tremists had made the work of the FBI 
extremely difficult in tight black circles. 


3) Moreover, Rowan, back in 1967, was 
one of the black leaders who knew these 
facts. His idolatry of Dr. King is strictly 
a posthumous affair. Mr. Farrago 
reminded Mr. Rowan of an article 
published in September, 1967, in the 
Reader’s Digest. Martin Luther King is 
saying “utterly irresponsible things,” 
Rowan wrote then. After the speech in 
which King compared Americans in 
Vietnam to the concentration-camp 
masters of Nazi Germany, Rowan said, 
“Reaction across the nation and around 


the world was immediate and explosive. 
Radios Moscow and Peking picked up 
King’s words and fed them to distant 
capitals. In the White House, a Presiden­ 
tial aide shouted, ‘My God, King has 
given a speech on Vietnam that goes 
right down the Communist line!’” 


Rowan then gave a list of liberal 
leaders who had chided King on his ex­ 
cesses — Bunche, Brooke, Freedom 
House, The Washington Post. 


Rowan went further. “ King,” he 
analyzed, “seemed to develop an ex­ 
aggerated appraisal of how much he and 
his crisis techniques were responsible 
for the race-relaUons progress that had 
been mkde.” And he warned; 
“Negroes had in fact, begun to grow 
uneasy about King. He no longer seemed 
to be the selfless leader of the 1950’s.” 
His visits to the "jail looked like

publicity stunts.” 
Why did King move the dvil rights is­ 
sue into foreign policy? “Why did King,” 
in adopting the Communist line, “reject 
the advice of his old civil rights 
colleagues? Some say it was a matter of 
ego... Others revived a more sinister 
speculation that had been whispered 
around Capitol Hill and in the nation’s 
newsrooms for more than two years — 
talk of Communists influendng the ac­ 
tions and words of the young minister. 
This talk disturbed other civil rights 
leaders more than anything else.” 
And — may we not assume? — dis­ 
turbed the Director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation? Carl Rowan 
would perhaps have an easier time un­ 
derstanding the whole mess if he went 
back to read what he was himself writing 
about it at the time of Hoover’s max­ 
imum concern.

Dear Editor: 
Now that the new year is upon us and 
most of us are looking ahead to better 
times, I think it only proper for the com­ 
munity of Lompoc, California to pay 
thanks to a deserving individual. He lives 
and works within this community. This 
person is not one of your local civic 
leaders, but rather an individual who 
goes through life with little or no 
recognition; even though his contribu­ 
tions have a lasting effect on society and 
the people who live within it. He is not 
the sort of individual who tends to boast 
of his achievements, for his reward lies 
in the personal satisfaction of helping 
others to help themselves through com­ 
munity involvement. 
The man I am speaking of is Mr. 
Donald Scott, Supervisor of Education at 
Lompoc Federal Correctional Institu­ 
tion. 
Mr. Scott is the co-founder of the Two 
Way Street Program. This program is 
one in which selected inmates work daily 
at the Santa Barbara County Rehabilita­ 
tion Center in Santa Maria. Participants 
in this program employ various asser­ 
tive training techniques with the clients 
at the rehabilitation center. 
One of the central vices of prison life is 
the enforced idleness that inmates must 
endure. Few prisons provide any 
meaningful rehabilitation opportunities. 
In fact, most prisons’ psychiatric, psy­ 


chological and educational counseling 
areas are non-existent. At the present 
time vocational training is plainly out­ 
dated and inadequate. 
When prison officials condone this kind 
of operation; the non use of rehabilita­ 
tion and educational training then the 
reality of prison life becomes one of 
idleness which grows greater with each 
passing day. 
At Lompoc Federal Correctional In­ 
stitution conditions of this nature are 
nearly non-existent because of Mr. Scott 
and programs like Two Way Street. 
Community based programs provide a 
dual function. First, they provide the in­ 
mate with a type of supervised societal 
interaction; one which is far more 
beneficial to him than anything that can 
be offered in a confined institutional at­ 
mosphere. The inmates who are chosen 
to work in these programs are of the 
highest caliber and pose no danger to the 
com m unity, in fa ct, they have 
demonstrated themselves as being far 
superior workers. Secondly, inmate help 
provides inexpensive, reliable workforce 
for the community. This helps to 
override rising inflation of the com­ 
munity and the Federal Government. 
Community support is of a necessity if 
individuals like Mr. Scott are to continue 
with this type of programming. 
Join with me and fellow inmates by 
writing either to the warden, here at 


Lompoc Federal Correctional Institution 
or to your U.S. Senator voicing your sup­ 
port for Community Programming for 
Inmates. (C.P.I.)

cent in northern Sacramento Valley. The 
Sierras are doing better, but the skiers 
don’t think so. It is about 60 to 80 per cent 
of normal there. 


According to the State, continued dry 
weather would create problems in 
California water management, but no 
crisis would result from a single dry 
year. Storage in the major Central 
Valley reservoirs is at 105 per cent of the 
10-year average, with San Joaquin reser­ 
voirs about 10 per cent above normal and 
Sacramento Valley reservoirs slightly 
below normal. 


Stream flows are currently in trouble, 
also. They are now below normal 
throughout the state, with some streams 
in southern California, the central coast, 
and the San Francisco Bay area as low 
20 per cent of normal flow. 


Agricultural sources indicate the lack 
of rain is beginning to cause some farm 
problems. Germination and growth of 
small grains is being inhibited, and 
livestock are requiring supplemental 
feed because forage is slow-growing. 
Dry weather has caused some growers to 
begin irrigation. 


They say that the cause of the subnor­ 
mal precipitation is a high pressure 
ridge which has pushed the winter storm 
track north of its usual path.
